The Wright Brothers Mas- 
ter Pilot Award recognizes 
pilots who have demon- 
strated professionalism, 
skill and aviation expertise 
by maintaining safe opera- 
tions for 50 or more years. 

Slough began his career 
as a pilot in 1971 at the age 
of 16. His first solo flight 
was in a Cessna 170 aircraft. 
He received flight instruc- 
tion from Joseph McPhillips 
of McPhillips Flying Serv- 
ice, the predecessor to Is- 
land Airways. On the last 
day of his junior year in 
high school, at age 17, he at- 
tained his Private Pilot Cer- 
tificate. “I’ve had an interest 
in flying since elementary 
school.

COVID UPDATE 


New COVID-19 variant identified 
by World Health Organization 


No cases in US but 
prevention urged 


On November 26, the 
World Health Organization 
(WHO) classified a new vari- 
ant, B.1.1.529, as a “Variant 
of Concern.” Named Omi- 
cron, no cases of this variant 
have been identified in the 
US. to date. The new strain 
is causing health officials to 
urge residents to use precau- 
tionary measures to curb the 
spread of COVID-19. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
(CDC) is following the details 
of this new variant, first re- 
ported to the WHO by South 
Africa. CDC officials ex- 
pressed gratitude to the 
South African government 
and its scientists who have 
openly communicated with 
the global scientific commu- 
nity and continue to share 
information about this vari- 
ant with the U.S. Department 
of Health and Human Serv- 
ices and CDC. 

“We know what it takes to 
prevent the spread of 
COVID-19,” said Dr. Josh 
Meyerson, Medical Director 
for the Health Department 
of Northwest Michigan. “Re- 
gardless of the strain, we all 
need to take preventative 


measures to stop the spread 
of this disease and keep our- 
selves, our families, and our 
communities safe.” 

The health department, as 
well as the CDC recommends 
people follow prevention 
strategies such as wearing a 
mask in public indoor set- 
tings in areas of substantial 
or high community trans- 
mission, washing your 
hands frequently, and physi- 
cally distancing from others. 
CDC also recommends that 
everyone 5 years and older 
protect themselves from 
COVID-19 by getting fully 
vaccinated. CDC encourages 
a COVID-19 vaccine booster 
dose for all those who are eli- 
gible.

CDC recommendations for 
traveling.

Governor Whitmer and 
the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
today announced nearly $2 
million in Recreation Pass- 
port grants will be awarded 
to 16 communities for proj- 
ects. The Recreation Pass- 
port grant program started 
11 years ago with the goal of 
boosting visitation and fund- 
ing for Michigan state parks 
and created more funding for 
local, community parks and 
trails enhancement through- 
out the state. 

“The Recreation Passport 
gives Michigan residents and 
visitors access to our state’s 
unmatched natural re- 
sources and outdoor recre- 
ation opportunities all year 
long,” said Governor 
Gretchen Whitmer. “Every 
Recreation Passport pur- 
chase provides grant funding 
that helps communities 
bring to life the kind of mod- 
ern, inclusive outdoor spaces 
that welcome residents of all 


surrounding communities, 
creates jobs, and sustains 
small businesses. Michigan’s 
outdoor recreation industry 
supports billions in state 
Gross Domestic Product and 
sustains 126,000 jobs and 
over $4.7 billion in wages and 
salaries in the state. On aver- 
age, every $1 invested in land 
conservation leads to $4 in 
economic benefit. 

The DNR introduced the 
Recreation Passport in 2010, 
replacing the traditional an- 
nual motor vehicle permit 
for state park access with a 
purchase program tied to the 
renewal of license plate reg- 
istrations. Support for the 
Recreation Passport has 
steadily grown since the pro- 
gram’s start more than a 
third of Michigan registered 
vehicles now have the Recre- 
ation Passport on their li- 
cense plate tabs — and that 
means more available fund- 
ing for grants. With the an- 
nouncement of this year’s 
recipients, the Recreation 
Passport grant program (es- 
tablished by Public Act 35 of 
2010) has awarded just over 
$14.6 million statewide.

Passport sales. 

° 15% from state-owned, 
oil, gas and mineral royalty 
revenues, which feed the 
Michigan State Parks En- 
dowment Fund. 

- 5% from concessions, 
shelter reservations, and 
miscellaneous sources. 

Michigan's General Fund 
tax dollars provide the re- 
maining 3% of state park 
funding.

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Federal Court Ruling Will 
Delay Line 5 Shutdown 


“Gov. Whitmer’s 
strong action in support

Federal District Court 
Judge Janet Neff issued a 
ruling this week conclud- 
ing that Michigan Gov. 
Gretchen Whitmer’s rev- 
ocation and termination 
of the 1953 Easement 
that allowed Enbridge to 
operate dual oil pipelines 
across the lakebed of the 
Straits of Mackinac in 
Lake Michigan impli- 
cates significant federal 
issues, thus allowing the 
case to remain in federal 
court. After Michigan 
Attorney General Dana 
Nessel filed a lawsuit in 
Michigan circuit court 
asking for a judge to con- 
firm the Governor’s au- 
thority to revoke and 
terminate the easement, 
Enbridge “removed” it to 
federal court, arguing 
that Gov. Whitmer’s ac- 
tions to protect Michi- 
gan’s natural resources 
violated federal laws. 

ELPC, on behalf of 
other Great Lakes envi- 
ronmental organizations 
and the Great Lakes 
Business Network, filed 
an amicus brief in the 
Federal District Court 
for the Western District 
of Michigan on March 


30, 2021, urging the fed- 
eral court to remand the 
state lawsuit back to 
state court because it 
should be state — not fed- 
eral — courts that deter- 
mine whether the State’s 
exercise of its sovereign 
authority under the pub- 
lic trust doctrine was ap- 
propriate. The obligation 
of the State to protect 
those resources held in 
public trust, like our 
Great Lakes, are en- 
shrined in the Michigan 
Constitution, and it 
should be Michigan 
courts that interpret its 
own state constitutional 
protections. 

“Enbridge’s efforts to 
move this important 
state case to federal 
court have delayed the 
shutdown of a ticking 
time bomb in the Straits 
of Mackinac,” said ELPC 
Senior Attorney Mar- 
grethe Kearney. “Re- 
gardless of the forum, 
Gov. Whitmer’s revoca- 
tion and termination of 
the 1953 Easement 
should be upheld.

While some home im- 
provements can add signifi- 
cant dollars to the resale 
value of a residence, others 
are barely worth the invest- 
ment.
